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McCoy's liquor license 
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Selectmen say “No”

It is somehow fitting that 
Selectmen Chairman Michael 
McCoy's bid for a liquor license for 
his Lowell Street restaurant 
coincided with the first playing of 
soccer's World Cup on American 
soil: after 135 minutes of 
hard-fought action in front of a 
Standing-room-only, often boi- 
sterous crowd with split loyalties, 
the issue ended in a tic. 

In what McCoy called "political 
payback" for his vote to rehire 
Town Manager Michael Caira in 
November, Selectmen Diane Allan 
and Gerald Duggan voted against a 
licence for McCoy, while Selectmen 
Chester Bruce and acting Chairman 
Robert Cain sided with McCoy. 

The 2-2 decision, with McCoy 
unable to vote, offered no majority 
and thus no liquor license for 
McCoy's Michacl's Place 
restaurant, 

Allan and Duggan "decided in 
November of 1993 that that was 
how they were going to vote," 
McCoy charged. 

Allan called McCoy's accusation 
"insulting" and “totally absurd. 1 
based my vote on the facts and the 
history of the project...[McCoy] 
operates on political motives, but I 
don't act that way.” 

McCoy, who spoke sparingly 
during the hearing, was represented 
by Lowell Attorney John Callan and 
former Wilmington Board of 
Health member and Professional 
Engineer Domenic Tutela. 

In the audience, McCoy's three 
chief political rivals in town.- Tony. 
Capuano, John Forrest and Barry 
Fiorenza - offered testimony against 
McCoy's gaining the license 
through political favoritism. 

"Let him do everything he has to 
do, like everyone clse in town," 


Forrest said he doesn't "think 
anyone wants to see Mr. McCoy. not 
get a liquor license," but also 
against what he called "different 
standards for some people." 

After receiving favorable 
recommendations from Chief of 
Police Bobby Stewart and’Building 
Inspector James Russo, McCoy was 
denied twid6"by the board of health 
for not having an adequate septic 
system, McCoy's system, according 
to state Department of 
Environmental Protection Title 5 
regulations, is designed for a 60 seat 
restaurant. In 1985 McCoy 
received a variance from the board 
of health to increase his seating 
capacity to 100 persons. 

Speaking on behalf of the board of 
health, Chairman Dr. James 
Ficocicllo last Monday said McCoy 
needed to upgrade his system from 
its-current 2,100 square foot 
capacity to 3,500 square feet to 
accommodate 35 gallons per seat, 
per day, as Title 5 stipulates. 

At Monday's sclectmen's meeting, 
Callan told the board McCoy would 
comply with any board of health 
regulations concerning his system in 
exchange for a liquor license 
contingent on those terms. 

But Allan likened that approach to 
“putting the chicken before the egg. 
Why can't we go the other route 
first and come [before the board of 
selectmen] last?" she asked. 

For his part, McCoy said he is not 
willing to pay what he quoted as 
between $35,000-$50,000 to expand 
his septic system only to have the 
board reject his application for a 
license again. 

Cain said that given the potential 
size of the investment, McCoy 
should be given "some commitment 
from the town.” Cain also said that 
if McCoy failed to meet board of

missed any cars but did hit a fence. Danielle McCoy was about to walk into the 


health conditions, the license would 
simply not be activated, 

But Allan's and Duggan's 
questions over board of health 
concerns went largely unanswered 
because no plans have been drawn 

~ for the septic system expansion. 

“I would have serious concerns...I 
wouldn't make any assumptions 
until I had the blue prints in front of 
me,” Public Health Director 
Gregory Erickson said. 

McCoy countered after the 
meeting that "Erickson was not 
defending the town but speaking out 
against me every step of the way." 

Michael's Place satisfies board of 
selectmen criteria for obtaining a 
liquor license: 850 square feet of 
kitchen space and 1,000 square fect 
of dining space. As sole licensing 
authority, the board could have 
granted McCoy the license 
regardless of the board of health’s 
recommendation. 

However, McCoy still sought a 
license contingent upon his meeting 
board of health standards, a 
Proposal many, including Faulkner 
Avenue resident Carmelo Rizzo 
agreed with. 

McCoy is."gonna do what they're 
gonna tcll him. What's the 
problem?" Rizzo wanted to know. 

The problem was that as many 
residents - and half the voting 
selectmen - felt McCoy should not 
be granted a license and then be 
allowed to meet board of health 
requirements, 

This conflict led to often heated 
exchanges between participants, 
including audience members, that 
centered’ around the issue of town 
Politics, 

Former Selectman Mark Haldane 
stated he was present "because of the 
politics involved." 

After both Capuano and Forrest 
insisted their objections to McCoy 
being granted a conditional license 
were not politically motivated, Cain 
offered that "every time somebody 
Says it's not political, it seems to me 
that's when it becomes most 
political,” 

For his part, McCoy said he wants 


by Commonwealth Avenue resident 
Margaret Duffy, whose property 
abuts that of Michael's Place. "That 
room was split 50-50 for and 
against" granting McCoy the 
license, Allan said. 

She further stated that McCoy has 
an outlet for obtaining the license, 

"The avenue is to go through the 
board of health and the conservation 
commission...,” she said. 

If McCoy met all board of health 
requirements, Allan said she would 
have no problem voting in favor of 
the license, and if she then voted 
against it, McCoy would have 
legitimate claims to a personal and 
political vendetta against him, 

McCoy doesn't see it that way. ' 

"T'll never get a liquor license 
from the board of selectmen as it 
stands now," he said Tuesday. "I've 
only got two options, and I'm not 
going to fire the town manager; the 
other option is to sue.” 

During Monday's meeting, 
Duggan expressed a concern he had 
developed after speaking to q 
representative of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission over _ 
granting a liquor license with 
contingencies because of the 
possibility of a law suit from the 
applicant if the license was later 
revoked for non-compliance. 

In response to Duggan, Callan 
asserted "I personally am not going 
to sue the board." : 

But McCoy now feels a law suit is 
his only recourse, With Callan on- 
vacation this week, McCoy said he 
will wait before making any further 
decision, but is confident a judge 
would look favorably on his 
situation. 

"I know if I go to court I will 
prevail," he said, 

"to do things right. I don't want any 
special treatment from anybody." 

And Allan felt the voiced concerns 
were too great for her to lend 
support to a venture without plans, 

"I have to look beyond the 
personality...I have to look out for 
the good of the town," she said 
Tuesday, referring specifically to

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The Zaino's are for the birds... and the squirrels 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

A lot of what Wilmington's 
Barbara Zaino does is strictly for 
the birds - and she's been 
recognized for it. Barbara and 
husband Arthur's Linda Road 
Property has been registered as 
certified backyard wildlife habitat 
by the National Wildlife Federation 
(NWF). 

Barbara received her certificate 
after completing a two-page 
application which included a sketch 
of her property, The application 
consists of four categories: food, 
water, shelter and places to raise 
young. 

The NWF wants to spread the 
word so more people will do it,” 
Barbara Zaino said, but cautioned 
that "it's a lot of work. We could 
spend every minute out here.” 

The Zaino's hard work has yielded 
a back yard mini-paradise. Arthur 
Zaino raises irises, of which he has 
over 200 plants and 125 varieties. 
On the Zaino property are over 10 
different kinds of trees, from oak to 
Japanese Maple; cight different 
types of shrub, including lilacs and 
wisteria; and over 10 varieties of 
annual or perennial flowers, among 
them lilies, hollyhocks and cosmos, 
Plus herb and butterfly gardens. 

These, combined with some 
manmade feeders, attract dozens of 
species of birds from titmice and 
nut hatches to cardinals and 


By cowbirds. Robins, finches, black 


birds, starlings, blue jays, 
mockingbirds and house sparrows 
are all among the winged visitors 
the Zaino's receive. 

They also help extend some

species. In the last year the Zaino's 
have had nests of robins and blue 
jays under their carport, which 
might be better called a birdport. 

The Zaino's backyard habitat also 
provides relief for various walking 
woodland creatures. Squirrels, 
rabbits and chipmunks have brush 
and rock piles, ferns and other types 
of natural ground cover in which to 
hide from predators. 

Arthur Zaino, an avid 
photographer (who taught this 
camera-man more than a thing or 
two), keeps a full documentation of 
the naturalowonders abounding on 
the Zaino's three-quarters of an 
acre lot (see his photographs, this 


page). 

While ideal for chickadees and 
starlings, robins and finches, the 
Zaino's backyard wildlife habitat, 
‘with its columbines and yarrows, 
daisies and dogwood trees, also 
offers quite a nice retreat for us 
two-legged, non-winged creatures.

QUESTION: Will my life 
insurance proceeds be con- 
sidered as part of my estate 
for tax purposes?

Manufacturers in Lowell were 
dissatisfied with the slowness of 
traffic in the canal. Two men, 
Patrick K. Jackson and Kirk Booth, 
wanted rail transportation, such as 
was then occurring in Great Britain. 

They met in the Jackson home in 
gBoston on January 30, 1830. There

be called the Boston & Lowell. 

Sackson immediately subscribed $62 

thousand to purchase stock in the 
new enterprise. - 

There was opposition from the 
owners of the canal, but the Boston 
& Lowell was chartered in June, 
1830 and soon afterward organized. 
The charter gave the owners 

clusive rights to have a railroad 

Boston to "any point within 
ive miles of Lowell." 

The route for the new railroad 

as surveyed by James Franklin 

Idwin, He lived in’ North 

foburn, near the canal and near 

fain Street. He was a son of 

‘olonel Loammi and had been 

amed for a dear friend of the 

1, Benjamin Franklin. 

He was a civil engineer, like his 
father. It is ironic to think that the 
route he was surveying was for a 
railroad which would soon put his 
father's canal out of business. In 
effect he was disregarding his 
father's dying wish - “to protect and 
preserve the canal." 

There is a legend in Wilmington 
that the railroad route he was 
surveying was close to what is now 
Wilmington Common, The .Buck 
family of Wilmington owned that 
land and, according to tradition they 
caused the route to be diverted one 
half mile, to the west. 

There were persons, too, in 
Andover who were aware of the 
failroad plans. Some were in the 
Seminary, now known as Phillips 
Academy. It was they who 
organized a Wilmington & Andover 
Railroad, designed to meet the 
Boston & Lowell in Wilmington. 
Their idea was to run a track 
through to Andover Center on a 
route through the present Andover 


tery. 
Those at the Academy were 
shrewd. It was this school which 
sent missionaries to Hawaii, Their 
initial moves led to the Dole 
incapple empire, and to Hawaii 
ecoming a part of the United 


An engine roundhouse, for storage of up to six locomotives was located In back of the Wilmington 
Builders Supply company on the Wilmington and Andover (Wildcat) Railroad. The photo probably 
dates from about 1906, and the photographer may have been Miss Mildred Holt, she who started her 


career about 1904, 
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engines could be backed each into its own stall. The service track shows in front of the men who are 
evidently the construction crew. 
‘There was no coal available at this place. The water tank was probably serviced by water from Mill 


Brook, the one that crosses Clark Street. 


A turntable was located in front of the engine house, where the elderly braces are shown, so that the 


capital stock was subscribed in 
Andover for the new railroad. But 
before a single tic had been laid the 
directors had a change in heart. 
They too, were looking at the 
Merrimack River. 

They took out some ofthe curves 
in the survey for their railroad and 
had a road which would go directly 
to Lawrence. In January 1834,the 
directors of the Wilmington & 
Andover had a meeting in Haverhill 
which led to the incorporation of 
the Andover & Haverhill Railroad. 

The track for the Wilmington & 
Andover Railroad was laid on cedar 
ties. The directors were thinking of 
tunning their trains on to Boston, 
on the Boston & Lowell. 

But, instead, the passengers had to 
disembark in Wilmington, at about 
pagal where a new, railroad station 

Precently "proposed. From 
that site there was a walk of over 
two hundred yards to the 
Wilmington station proposed for 
the Boston & Lowell. 

Wilmington thus had, at the very 
beginning, two railroad stations 
within a quarter of a mile of each 
other. 

That original station was 
purchased by the notorious Frances 
Hiller, in the latter part of her life, 
and transported to a site across from 
the present site of the Wilmington 
Fire Station. It has been a home now 
for many years, but one can say that 
it is the oldest existing railroad 
building! 

The story about the proposed 
railroad station at about the site of 
the Wilmington Common, is 
probably not a fact. But Jackson and 
Booth did stay away from the center 
of the towns, on their railroad. 
Their decision to stay away from 
Woburn Center and Medford 
Center was a part of their deliberate 
thinking. 

Their first passenger train was on 
June 24, 1835. There were no stops 
enroute, except at one place in 
Woburn to take on wood and water. 

An unanticipated demand was 
immediately felt, a demand for local 
passenger stops. In 1837 passenger 
stops were made in Wilmington. A 
railroad station was erected 
southerly of the Burlington Avenue 
bridge. The Boston & Lowell 
Railroad was on its way to 
becoming a great success. 

For many years no other railroad 
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would try an innovation unless the 
Boston & Lowell had tried it, and 
had pronounced the idea 
worthwhile. 

The people in Andover had asked 
for a right to be connected to 
Wilmington, and the Boston & 
Lowell, Early in January 1833 they 
asked for the right. On March 15, 
they received a charter. 

That, in effect, was the beginning 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 
There was a meeting in Haverhill in 
January 1834 to consider an 
extension to the north, The first 
train north, to Bradford, was on 
October 26, 1837. 

In connection with their plans, to 
extend their tracks to Maine, on 
June 27, 1835, there was 
incorporated in New Hampshire, 

i¢ Boston & Maine Railroad. The 

irst tfain to reach Exeter, N.H.was 
in 1840, at which time the name 
Boston & Maine may have been 
first used 

The first train on the Wilmington 
& Andover was on June 6, 1835, In 
the Andover Historical Society, in 
that town, one can see a drawing 
which was made of the engine. 

The directors of the Wilmington 
& Andover were Andover 
residents, William Marland, an 
emigrant from Scotland who had 
established a manufactory in 
Andover was one, The name will be 
recognized by Wilmington residents 
who were in the Wilmington 
schools from about 1920 to the 
present. i 

Miss Laura Marland was a very 
fine teacher, one of the best. 


Other directors who rode on that 
first trip were Hobart Clark, Amos 
Abbott, John Smith and Merrill 
Pettingill. 

A Mr. McAndrews seemed to 
have something to do with the 
construction of the Wilmington & 
Andover, He walked south from 
Andover on June 6, 1835 to inspect 
the railroad ties. At what later 
became known as the Lowell 
Junction he met that first train, He 
rode back in style, being the first 
passenger on that railroad. 

That first passenger train to 
Wilmington and back to Andover 
was about two years before the 
Boston & Lowell trains were taking 
passengers to Wilmington, or so it 
seems. 

By July 4, 1845 a railroad had 
been Constructed from’ Wilmington 
Junction on the Andover Railroad, 
through North Wilmington and 
Reading to Boston, Passenger 
traffic, it would seem did not 
continue long in the "Wildcat." 

At about the time of World War 
One, or possibly earlier to about 
1930 or maybe later there was a 
morning train, six days a week, on 
the 'Wildcat," to Wilmington. A 
“crossing signal" was blown, at 
about 7:55 a.m. at Glen Road. It was 
consequently termed the “Five 
Minutes to Eight" by Silver Lake 
children who were walking to 
school. 7 

If those children had reached 
"Pop's Farm" on Glen Road, they 
would not be late, If they had not, it 
was time to start running.

Confirming the resignation of 
Small Cities Program Director 
Glenn Garber, and_ with 
Planning/Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan on maternity leave, 
Town Manager Michael Caira

‘with cream cheese.” Katz’s, she 
says, make the best bagels in 
the whole world.

Medical Association (AVMA) 
held July 9-13 in San Francisco. 
| A canine Lyme disease vac- 
¢ine introduced in .1990 has 
proven highly effective in pro- 
tecting pets from ever contract- 
ing the disease, Dr. Stephen 
Levy reported. His study of the 
vaccine indicates it is effective 
in preventing Lyme disease in 
virtually all dogs not previously 
infected. In addition, even dogs 
previously infected with Lyme 
disease may benefit from the 
vaccine, 

‘ “With most vaccines you 
wouldn't expect any protection 
in animals already infected, but 
with this vaccine, antibodies can 
be produced in dogs already 
infected,” Dr. Levy said. The 
vaccine was effective in about 58 
percent of previously infected

kidney damage. If detected 
early, the disease can be treated 
with antibiotics, which cure the 
disease in about 85 percent of 
cases, although the disease may 
flare up again later. 

Experts recommend that 
dogs at risk be vaccinated as 
part of their puppy series to pro- 
tect pets before they are likely 
to have contact with the ticks 
that transmit Lyme disease. The 
vaccine requires an initial dose, 
followed by a second dose two to 
three weeks later and annual 
booster shots. 

The AVMA, based in the 
Chicago suburb of Schaumburg, 
is the professional association of 
55,500 veterinarians. Over 300 
scientific presentations were 
made at the 131st annual meet- 
ing, one of the largest gather- 
ings of veterinarians in North

“If I had that bike in Boston,” 
says the city dweller, pointing to 
a bike lying on a local lawn in 
the rain, “I could sell it for $150 
in a minute.” 

“School is out, summer is in, 
and mountain bikes are disap- 
pearing at an alarming rate.” 

That’s the word in the 
Winchester edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle” as Winchester 
police warn residents that 
groups of out-of-town teens are 
coming to Winchester on the 
train and leaving via unlocked, 
unattended bicycles. During the 
past month alone, 20 bicycle 
thefts have been reported in 
Winchester. The average 
trator is between 14 and 17 years 
old, and either keeps the bike or 
plans to make a quick buck by 
selling it or renting it out for the 
day. 

“There are major bike-theft 
rings out there? says Winchester 
Police Lieutenant Kenneth 
Albertelli in the “Chronicle,” 
‘but these kids, we suspect, are 
not part of that. They’re 
teenagers out of school for the 
summer looking for an easy tar- 
get. They look for a bike leaning 
up against a storefront or lying 
in a driveway, and then off they 


And, according to Albertelli, 
they get away with it because 
nothing looks more innocent 
than a kid riding a bike. 

Since ‘don’t blink your eye’ 
type thefts are the most com- 
mon, Albertelli recommends 
that owners lock their bikes 
even if they plan to park them 
for a few minutes. A cord-type 
lock through the spokes or 
secured to a post will do just 
fine and is just about always in 
order - especially if the bike is 
at home and the garage door is 


open.

As played by Tom Hanks, 
Gump is a true American inno- 
cent, a man with no hidden 
agenda who always seems to do 
the decent thing, just like his 
Mama (Sally Field) taught him. 
Hanks, who already had this 
flick in the can when he won an 
Oscar for “Philadelphia,” is sim- 
ply masterful. His cadence, 
tinged with an Alabamian lyri- 
cism, is just a bit off, just a bit 
slow. He captures the essential 
sweetness of a big, athletic man 
who just isn’t as bright as he 
should be, and knows it. 

Director Robert Zemeckis 
lets us know we are in for a 
modern day fairy tale with his 
set-up. The movie begins and 
ends at bus stops, where Forrest 
blithely narrates his own story. 
Appropriately, Forrest is always 
on the go, and he manages to 
move in pretty impressive cir- 
cles. 

Through uncanny luck and 
eye-popping special effects, 


Black Panthers. Though this 
humorous “zelig-like” concept 
eventually wear a bit think, the 
effects don’t. Best of all, those 
camera tricks never get in the 
way. You aren’t in the theater 
for the morphing, like you were 
in Zemeckis’ “Death Becomes 
Her” or the blend of live action 
and animation on his “Who 
Framed Roger Rabbit.” 

Actually, the best effect of all 
is blended so seamlessly into the 
film you can hardly believe your 
eyes. When Forrest is in 
Vietnam, his commanding offi- 
cer, played by an intensely rivet- 
ing Gary Sinise, loses his legs. 
And for the rest of the film, we 
see Sinise as an amputee, but we 
NEVER see the trickery making 
this possible. Equally uncanny is 
a scene at the Washington 
reflecting pool, where 1,500 peo- 
ple were made to look like tens 
of thousands. 

Not that this flick is about 
mechanics, because it is both 
heartbreaking and funny as 
Forrest rolls through three 
decades of American history, all 
the while pining for the love of 
his childhood playmate. Robin
